Other plans waiting city council ap¬ 
proval include 2400 dwelling units (774 
low-rise and 1665 high-rise); hotel (650 
rooms); offices and retail totalling 
slightly fewer square feet than the 
dwelling units; parks and a marina. 

At the suggestion of the committee, 
the developers have increased the pro¬ 
portion of subsidized housing, but only 
to 20% rather than 50% that was request¬ 
ed. No reply has been received to com¬ 
mittee suggestions for an immediate mor¬ 
atorium on evictions, a home-ownership 
assistance program, priority in employ¬ 
ment for area unemployed, better health 
facilities and no replacement of present 
area residents with newcomers.

IWOR-ELECT BARRY IS ASKED TO SUPPORT 
S.W. ASSEMBLY FIGHT AGAINST MALL OFFICES 

Mayor-elect Marion Barry is being ask¬ 
ed to support the S.W. Assembly and other 
Southwest groups in their fight to get 
more commercial enterprises serving local 
residents into the Waterside Mall and to 
prevent ground-level space from being 
leased for offices not serving the com¬ 
munity. 

According to Granville Woodson, chair¬ 
man of the Save Our Mall committee, no 
response has been received to letters 
addressed to outgoing Mayor Walter Wash¬ 
ington, so the new Mayor is being ap¬ 
proached. 

On July 27 Mayor-elect Barry addressed 
a candidates forum in S.W. and agreed 
that the Mall should suit local needs 
and no offices should be on first floor 
of the Mall unless directly serving res¬ 
idents. He said he would have the Corp¬ 
oration Counsel see if it is possible to 
return to the original plan and explore 
the legal feasibility of replacing the 
developer.

A number of federal and local agencies 
must coordinate their efforts to reduce 
the harm to the area. Facts brought out 
by these agencies include: 

Metro's Waterfront station at Waterside 
Mall will not open until 1983. 

Streets will not be repaved in the 
Buzzard Point area until redevelopment is 
completed, and developers will have to 
follow new city traffic patterns. 

The city's comprehensive land-use plan 
will take 3 years to complete.

SOUTHWEST CITIZENS WERE ORGANIZED IN 1842 

The "Greenleaf's Point Residents Associ¬ 
ation" represented D.C. residents north 
and east of Fort McNair in the 1840s, 
according to articles in the National 
Intelligencer , leading paper of that day. 

At a meeting in the "school-house" on 
February 19th, 1844 the group urged pun¬ 
ishment for "driving on the gravel-walk 
along Four-and-a-half street with horses 
and carriages." Women and children were 
being driven "off the walk into mud ankle 
deep," they complained. The roads were 
not graded or gravelled. The area only 
had a single gravel walk leading to Penn¬ 
sylvania Avenue. 

In 1840 the population of D.C. (which 
included Alexandria and Arlington at 
that time) was 30,657 white, 8,361 
"free colored", and 4,694 slave for a 
total of 43,712.

BARRY, DIXON, KANE CARRY S0U1MST AREA IN SEPTEMBER PRIMARY ELECTION; TRAIL IN S.E, 


In total votes the SW/SE ANC2D area 
went with the winners in the September 
primary. Marion Barry, Arrington Dixon, 
and Betty Ann Kane all won the ANC area, 
as they took Ward 2 as a whole. Among the 
four area precincts, however. Precinct 
131, the Southeast portion of the ANC 
area, voted for Walter Washington, Doug 
Moore, and W.R. Crawford. 

Significantly, the three winning can¬ 
didates won in Ward 2 by larger margins 
than they won in the city, and they took 
ANC 2D by larger margins than Ward 2. 

The most interesting race, of course, 
was the at-large seat on the City Council 
where Crawford held to about 28% of the 
vote in all four precincts. The other 
candidates' shares fluctuated dramatic¬ 
ally from one precinct to the next. 

Although the SW/SE ANC (2D) area ac¬ 
counts for not quite 21% of the Ward 2 
population, it has a relatively higher 
number of residents going to the polls 
and as a result is responsible for 28% 
of all the votes cast in the Ward.

The Washington Star for December 16 lists 
property where taxes or assessments are over¬ 
due to the District government. Dr. Laszlo

t.ho sum of $1 1 ,377.75 on that site.

The flames of real estate speculation that 
so far have lapped in the SW/SE area only at 
the heels of lower income residents now 
threaten residents of "high rent" buildings 
as well. According to word received at the 
ANC 2D office, the Department of Housing 
and Community Development (DHCD) has given 
its ok for the conversion of Finley House 
and Tiber Island to coops or condominiums. 

Under present DC law a landlord does not 
have to get the consent of a building's ten¬ 
ants if the building qualifies as a "high- 
rent accomodation" (e.g. a 1 bedroom for 
over $267). 

There has been a rash of apartment build¬ 
ing conversions in other parts of the city 
displacing many long-term tenants. In 1977, 
DHCD approved conversion of 2,300 rental 
units while they approved 5,000 in the first 
6 months of 1978 alone! As a result, legis¬ 
lation (Bill 2-388) was introduced in the 
see FINLEY HOUSE, TIBER ISLAND p.6

ASSEMBLY TO VOTE THURS. JAN. 25 TO CHANGE BY-LAWS ON ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


A‘proposed revision of the SWNA By-Laws on 
elections and tenure of office is scheduled 
for consideration at the January 25 Assembly 
meeting. The proposal changes the requirement 
for election of officers from a majority to a 
plurality of the votes cast; simplifies proce¬ 
dures for deciding between candidates for SMD 
representative when there is a tie; and ex¬ 
tends to vacated SMD representative positons 
the same replacement procedures that already 
apply to vacated officer positions.

The proposed revised sections would read 
as follows: 

"Article VI, Section 4. In an election for^B 
any office in which no candidate receives a 
plurality of the votes cast, ther? shall be 
an immediate run-off election between the 
two candidates with the highest vote totals. 

In an election for Single Member District 
(SMD) Representatives, the two candidates 
with the highest votes shall be the winners. 
If there are not two candidates with higher 
votes than any other candidates in that SMD 
(i.e.. Nos. 2 and 3 tied), the two or more 
candidates with the same vote totals will 
toss a coin to determine the winner, or do 
so by lot, unless there is a run-off elec¬ 
tion for an officer, in which case there will 
also be a simultaneous run-off election to 
choose the SMD Representative from among the 
tied candidates." 

"Article VI, Section 5. The tenure of office 
shall be for one year and untill successors 
are elected. In the event that an officer 
or SMD Representative vacates the position 
during his/her term, he/she shall be re¬ 
placed for the remainder of the term by a 
person (in the case of a Representative, on*' 
residing in the same SMD) selected by a ma-( 
jority vote of the Executive Board, subject 
to confirmation by the Assembly."_

uty Council to ban conversion without ten¬ 
ant approval during times when the rental 
market is so tight. The legislation would 
also guarantee the elderly and the disabled 
the right to stay in a building even if the 
other tenants approve conversion. It would 
also require that ANCs be consulted before 
DHCD approves a conversion. However, the 
bill which was endorsed by ANC 2D failed to 
win passage before the 1978 council session 
came to a close. 

In the meantime, if you live in a build¬ 
ing marked for conversion the present law 
gives you a few protections. The landlords 
must tell you of their plans in writing, 

120 days before the building is converted, 
and you must be given 60 days to decide if 
you want to buy into the coop or condomin¬ 
ium.

FY78 ANNUAL REPORT 

THE SOUTHWEST / SOUTHEAST 
ADVISORY NEIGHBORHOOD COMMISSION 


VITAL STATISTICS. The ANC 2D area (see map) 
includes approximately 18,000 people, 14, 
000 in Southwest and 4,000 in Southeast. 

The ANC area is divided into 9 Single Mem¬ 
ber Districts (SMDs) of about 2,000 people 
each. There is one (unpaid) Commissioner 
for each district. In FY77 ANC 2D received 
$21,000 from taxes to support its activi¬ 
ties. Because of Con¬ 
gressional cuts, the ANC 
has received only half 
that for FY78 6 79. 

SWNA & ANC. The South¬ 
west Neighborhood As¬ 
sembly (SWNA) has many 
of the same concerns as 
the ANC. The SWNA, how¬ 
ever, is a voluntary 
civic association lo¬ 
cated only in the South 
. west. It receives its 
4 money from community 
fund raising events; it 
has no staff. The ANC, 
on the other hand, is 
an officially estab¬ 
lished body with annual governmental fund¬ 
ing which allows it to maintain an office 
and hire staff. The law requires city a- 
gencies to notify ANCs before they do any¬ 
thing that might affect a neighborhood. 

The ANC, however, is prohibited by the City 
Council from incorporating or filing law 
suits; the SWNA can and does go to court to 
protect neighborhood values. Because they 
have different strengths and weaknesses, 
the two organizations work closely together 
to help the community. 

CITIZEN PARTICIPATION. Do you want to get 
more involved in your community? This is 
your invitation to participate in ANC acti¬ 
vities. All residents of the area are en¬ 
couraged to attend ANC Town Meetings, held 
at least four times a year to hear resident 
opinions and complaints. Residents are 
also needed to serve as committee chairper¬ 
sons and committee members, liaisons to o- 
ther organizations, and other sorts of vol¬ 
unteers.

W/iat u an A dvZ&oay Neighborhood ComnUiion? 

An ANC is a new, nonpartisan neighborhood organization made up of locally 
elected representatives, called Commissioners, who serve without pay. ANC elections 
are held every two years in conjunction with School Board elections. The ANCs are 
a unique feature of the District's Home Rule and were approved in a referendum by 
District voters in May 1974 and the first elections were held in 1976. 

How many ANCs aAe. theAe? 


I 


There are 36 ANCs. Each ANC area is subdivided into a number of smaller areas 
called Single Member Districts (SMDs). Each SMD consists of about 2,000 people who 
elect one Commissioner to represent them on the ANC—there are no at-large members. 
Although the SMDs must have equal populations, ANCs vary in size. The average ANC has 
9 SMDs (and 9 Commissioners), but one has as many as 19 and one has just two. 


What do ANCs do? 


The ANCs' main job is to be their neighborhood's official voice in advising the 
District government (and Federal agencies) on things that affect their neighborhoods. 
This includes zoning, streets, recreation, education, social services, sanitation, 
planning, safety and health. The ANCs also initiate recommendations to the District 
government for improving services, conduct neighborhood improvement programs, and 
monitor resident complaints about city services. 

Vo the. ANCs have, any poweA? 

Compared to the Mayor or the City Council, the ANCs have little formal power. 
The law (DCL 1-58) does say that District agencies must give "great weight" to the 
advice they receive from the ANCs, and it says that they cannot take any action that 
will affect a neighborhood unless they give the appropriate ANC 30 days notice in 
advance. In addition, the ANCs receive District funding and have the power to rent 
office space and hire their own staff. At the same time, the law bars them from 
incorporating or initiating law suits. The ANCs' most important power, however, is 
unofficial; it is the power of involved and concerned citizens. 

How much money do the. ANCs receive? 

According to the Home Rule law (PL 93-198) the ANCs are collectively entitled 
to receive one penny from the DC government for every $100 in property values as 
estimated for tax purposes. This money is to be divided among the ANCs on the basis 
of population. In FY7S this formula would have provided about $900,000 for the ANCs. 
Congress, however, appropriated only $500,000--about 70 t per DC resident. 

Why weAe the ANCs utabti&hcd? 


The ANCs were established to bring government closer to the people, and to bring 
the people closer to government. In addition to providing people at the grass-roots 
level with an opportunity to have a greater say in the matters that affect their 
neighborhoods, ANCs were intended to put an end to the duplication of effort caused 
by the proliferation of special citizen advisory groups sponsored by different govern¬ 
ment agencies. Congressional and local sponsors of the ANC idea hoped that the ANCs ^ 
could combine the functions of these overlapping groups into a stronger and more 
effective body that would increase citizen involvement in community and government 
affairs. GCS/ANC2D/279

{ THE HOUSING CRISIS 

Twenty years ago Federal bulldozers 
came to Southwest displacing hundreds 
of families. It was called urban 
renewal then. Today an invisible 
bulldozer is threatening to displace 
many more. It is called'real estate 
speculation. Although residents of 
low and moderate income housing, 
public and private, are most affected, 
residents o f upper income and luxury 
units stand to suffer also. 

First to be affected were people 
living along Half Street SE where 
Capitol Gateway Corp wants to put up 
a bullion dollar hotel-commercial- 
residential development. Speculators 
began buying up property in hopes of 
making a huge profit if the develop¬ 
ment plan is approved by the city. 

The problem then spread to the 
other side of South Capitol Street. 
Residents of CarrolIsburg PI reported 
pressures for them to leave the 
street some of them had lived on for 
20-30 years. 

In August the city applied for 
$2 million dollars to modernize 
James Creek public housing (see map). 
Although modernization had been needed 
for years, the city explained that 
it decided to act now to make sure 
that conditions at James Creek did 
f ot "adversely affect" the proposed 
■■ nearby Capitol Gateway development. 

Furthermore, now that it is 
finally getting around to correcting 
conditions, the city says it will not 
allow many of the tenants who have 
put up with what it says are 
dangerous and unsatisfactory 
conditions to remain at James Creek 
after renovations are completed.

Why? The city says it is doing 
this to eliminate households that are 
overcroweded. It also wants to raise 
more money by giving priority to 
families with higher incomes. 

(Income limitations for moving into 
public housing were raised, in some 
cases by as much as 100%, while 
restrictions for remaining in public 
housing were lifted altogether during 
the past year) 

Tenants in James Creek as well as 
those on CarrolIsburg Place are being 
assisted by the ANC in organizing 
and learning their rights under the 
rent control law and other city and 
federal legislation. 

While people at the bottom end of 
economic pecking order are most 
threatened by displacement, higher 
income residents are also affected. 

The housing crisis just now affecting 
the SW/SE area is part of a continuing 
city-wide problem. Moderate and 
middle income renters have nad to 
sacrifice to meet rising rent bills, 
while home-owners have been hit with 
higher property tax bills because 
rental property next door becomes 
more "valuable." In the face of 
these developments and to preserve 
a balanced community tne ANC joined 
the Emergency Committee to Save Rental 
Housing.at the beginning of the FY78. 

Although rent control does not 
build more apartments or homes, it 
does keep landlords from raising 
rents to whatever the traffic will 
bear while at the same time assuring 
that landlords will get a fair rate 
of return on their property.* 


PUBLIC HOUSING 


Close to one out of every four 
people in the ANC 2D area lives in 
public housing. There are 
approximately 1700 units of public 
housing In the SW/SE area, 15% of 
the city-wide total. Quite naturally 
the condition of public housing has 
been one of the first issues taken 
up by the ANC and it continues to be 
a major priority. 

At the first meeting of FY78, the 
Comnission adopted a resolution 
requesting that the City Council 
order the city auditor to conduct a 
study of public housing management. 
The resolution v/as based on a year's 
work by the joint SWNAssembly/ANC's 
Task Force on Public Housing. The 
task force documented wide-soreaa 
dissatisfaction with inadequate 
maintenance and security. The task 
force also found that tenant requests 
for repairs have been ignored for 
months and years at a tine uesoite 
millions in dollars given to the city 
by the Federal government for housing 
.repairs. 


The city auditor has carried out 
a small scale study along tne line: 
requested by the ANC. His '■eucrc 
confirms the ANCs concern that the 
public housing administration is not 
set up to do its job well. (The 
Auditor recommends that the 
responsibility to oversee maintenance 
contracts be transferred to the city 1 s 
Dept of General Services.) 

At the beginning of the year, *.he 
Commission set up a Public Housing 
Services Comnttee which nas been’ 
monitoring how the city has been 
spending (or net spending) money 
budgeted for modernization and 
repairs. For example the Arthur 
Capper hi-rise at 1101 7th (now 
501 L ) St,, SE has been vacant for 
years despite annual oromises that 
it v/ould be turned into a model 
residence for senior citizens. 

Finally in September, "ground 
breaking" ceremonies were held and it 
was announced that final renovation 
was underway. 

The Commission believes that public 
housing residents should have mere 
say in the way their properties are 
managed. It supports legislation 
proposed by Councilmember John Wilson 
to give public housing tenant 
councils real authority, not just 
advisory status, over decisions 
affecting their homes. The Committee 
has met with Wilson to work out the 
details of this legislation. 

Far-reaching reforms like this may 
be one way to solve seme of the 
continuing problems plaguing 
residents of public housing and 
prevent these problems in the future.i

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WATERSIDE MALL 

Waterside Mall can be literally 
and figuratively described as 
"the pits." It was supposed to be a 
lively, attractive shopping center 
that would meet the day to day needs 
of residents of the new urban 
renewal area. Instead of stores and 
apartments there are general officies 
and fast food restaurants. Approaches 
to the Mali, and corridors within are 
generally uninviting and off-putting. 
The lack of goods and services in the 
Mall is matched by large, unsightly 
and dangerous excauvations on both 
sides of the Mall. 

Residents of the area have long 
complained about the Mall. The 
main problem is that plans for the 
Mall contained in the SW Urban 
Renewal plan (SWURP) were not 
followed. There is a clear prohibi¬ 
tion in the SWURP against general 
offices, but the Environmental 
Protection Agency, and private 
consultants, were allowed to move 
into buildings that were intended to 
be apartments. Approval to use the 
towers as offices came from the 
Redevelopment Land Agency (RLA) 
which is responsible for overseeing 
the SWURP. 

The Southwest Neighborhood Assembly 
(SWNA) and the ANC have repeatedly 
called upon the city government, 
which inherited the RLA along with 
"Home Rule", to clean up the Mall 
Mess. A joint SWNA-ANC Save Our Mall 
(SOM) Committee was formed in 1976. 

As a result of SOM's efforts Mayor 
Washington established the Mayor's 
Task Force on Waterside Mall in 
January 1977. City administrator 
Julian Dugas was named to chair it. 
Despite prodding by SOM during FY78, 
the Task Force has not met again 
since it was created in 1977! 


The Committee was also instrumental 
in persuading Councilmember John Wilson 
to hold hearings on the Mall in May 
1977. A final report on the hearings, 
however, has yet to be issued. 

Although considerable work went into 
achieving these actions, the 
Commission has been generally 
disappointed by the lack of progress 
by both branches of the DC government 
in imoroving the Mall. 

There is a ray of hope. Safeway 
has decided to expand its operations 
! throughout the DC area, and it 
announced at a press conference during 
the sunnier that it will build a new 
store at Waterside Mall. The new 
store, about double the size of its 
present facility in the Mall, would 
i fill in the hole on the M-Street 
I side of the Mall. 

The fate of the Eye Street pit is 
less clear. Mall "developer" Charles 
I Bresler announced at the Safeway 
! press conference that he intended to 
go ahead with new construction on the 
Eye Street side at the same time that 
Safeway is building its new store on 
M Street. His plans, however, are 
not as clear, and given the 
developer's past history, the 
community may be asked to put up 
with the open excauvation for some 
time to come — unless the City takes 
some action. 

The Commission was assured by RLA 
officials (no longer with the agency) 
that it would have an opportunity to 
review any new building plans before 
the city approves them. The 
Commission expects current RLA 
officials tohonorthis commitment. 

The ANC, along with others in the 
area, also continues to recommend 
that the DC government enforce its 
j contract with the Mall's developer. 
Among other things this means that 
no (general) offices should be 
allowed in the space Safeway gives up 
when it moves to its new quarters.

WHEN IS AN OFFICE BUILDING 
AN APARTMENT HOUSE? 

When RLA Says It Is . . . 

According to the SW Urban Renewal 
Plan only apartment butldings at 
Waterside Mall can be more than 40 
feet high. The Plan also prohibits £ 
(in section 541.21) "general office 1 
buildings" at Waterside Mall. 

You may have noticed, however, 
that the EPA Towers are quite a bit 
over 40 feet. How can an office 
building over 100 feet high be al¬ 
lowed at the Mall? 

•The answer is that the Plan also 
defines an "apartment house” as 
"a building In which there are 
three or more apartments." So RLA 
allowed the EPA towers to be build 
provided that at least three apart¬ 
ment units be put on the 12th floor 
of each tower. 

A strange thing then'happened. 
According to a memo former Corpora¬ 
tion Counsel C. Francis Murphy 
wrote to Mayor Washington: 

"In 1972, however, RLA inspect¬ 
ed the towers and discovered that 
the apartment units had not been 
placed in the towers and that all 
space had been constructed for 
office use and was leased to be 
occupied by EPA. . . . 

"RIA maintains that it ap¬ 
proved the construciton plans for 
the twelfth floors of each tower 
and that any revisions to the plans 
striking the apartment units were 
made without its knowledge or 
approval. . . 

"The redeveloper, Bresler, con- - 
tends that RLA was fully cognizant 
of the revision, and if RLA did not 
approve it at the least acquiesced 
therein.”

& moderate income units in their 
development from only 10% to 20%. 
Talks are continuing with Capitol 
Gateway on other aspects of the 
development, including job opportunit¬ 
ies for area residents. 

Almost as soon as the city announc¬ 
ed that it was giving Capitol Gateway 
a contract to encourage development 
of the area, real estate speculators 
moved in. Houses were suddenly sold 
and sold again in an area where there 
had not been any homes sales in a 
decade. Tenants began receiving 
eviction threats. If they didn't

Some tenants on 
the 1200 block of Half St, SE got 
notices telling them that they had 
30 days to buy their homes for 
$256,000 - in cash. 

The committee called meetings of 
the residents to the area to explain 
their rights, and to help them fight 
their displacement or find new hemes, 
depending upon their situation. 

Lawyers brought in by the committee 
succeeded in blocking several 
evictions; legal action is still goin? 
on in some cases. The committee also 
succeeded in helping one family 
obtain the financing to buy their 
own home in another part of the city. 


Planning for the new develooment, 
which is subsidized with $300,000 of 
the city's coimiunity development 
funds, flies in the face of continued 
coimiunity demands that the city adopt 
comprehensive plan for the entire 
jO acre South Capitol Street/Huzzard 
~Point (SCS/BP) area. 

In 197A a joint citizen-government 
task force produced 3 alternative 
plans for this area, increasingly 
the target of speculators, but none 
has been chosen by the city. In the 
meantime development has been 
occurring in a piecemeal and 
undesirable fashion. The worst 
example of this being the infamous 
office building that the Government 
Services Administration (GSA) arranged 
to have built at 3uzzard Point (1900 
Half St, SW). 

Meanwhile the SCS/BP Committee, 
composed cf the ANC, Friendship House, 
Southwest House, and the SWNAssembly 
has been working to make sure that the 
proposed Capitol Gateway develooment 
meets needs of the SW/SE area — and 
the city as a whole. 

As a result of the committee's 
work the City Council passed a law 
requiring: (l) that alternative 
housing be provided any residents who 
are displaced by the development, 

(2) that the developers analyze 
possible increased public service 
costs to the city, and (3) that an 
"adequate percentage" of the new 
housing be earmarked for low and 
"'Oderate income families. 

The committee has mec almost weekly 
curing the last year to have the city 
and the developer honor these 
requirements. In response to

UNEMPLOYMENT 


Meanwhile the DC Department of 
Labor has been helping to establish 
an apprentice register and job 
referral system for the SW/SE area. 
Part of this system will include 
screening and interviewing all of the 
job seekers and hopeful apprentices 
to determine their aptitude and skill 
level. This will be done to assure 
that all of those referred are 
indeed qualified for the available 
jobs. 

In addition to these efforts, the 
ANC held a Town Hall meeting on public 
service jobs at St. Vincents' Church 
in May. Speakers from the Civil 
Service Commission and the DC Depart¬ 
ment of Labor explained to area 
residents how they could qualify for 
CETA and other government jobs. 

Finally the ANC agreeded to take 
over sponsorship of Project Makin' It, 
one of the ideas considered at the 
Town Hall meeting in March on 
- "nelghborhMd improvement'. . Project 
Makin' It (renamed Project Hope) was 
the brainchild of FOSY (Friends of 
Southwest Youth) which has since gone 
out of existence. The idea is to 
recruit 10 unemployed tradespeople 
to teach 70 area youth construc¬ 
tion skills while renovating and 
repairing public housing in the area; 
all would be paid regular wages. A 
proposal has been written, but so far 
no funding has been found. Any 
readers who could help f nd SS to 
fund the project should contact the 
ANC . ■

Residents of the 1000 block of Third 
^St SW didn't like it. one bit. 
i They had tried to petition Metro g. 
rto move the stop but nothing happened! 
.So when the ANC invited people to cal\ 
in their complaints the Third street 
residents decided to give it one more 
rtry. ANC discovered that their 
previous requests had been misfiled 
and helped the residents prepare a 
new petition. As a result the bus 
, stop was moved along with a no-parking 
zone which had reduced parking in 
front of their homes. 

The ANC also forwarded their 
request for a bus shelter at the new 
stop, along with requests for shelters 
at various locations in the area. 
(Requests for shelters at Eye & Wes¬ 
ley Place and 4th & M were rejected 
because the property owners there re¬ 
fused to give their approval.) The 
approved shelters are scheduled to 
be erected sometime in the spring, 

A new traffic light has been 
promised for the intersection of 7th 
Street SW and the eastbound ramp of 
the SW Freeway. The light is being 
put in after the Department of 
Transportation verified complaints 
to the ANC that the intersection was 
dangerous for pedestrians. Residents 
of the area complained of having been 
struck by cars speeding on to the 
freeway. 

The ANC's work in moving bus stops, 
getting shelters installed, and 
having traffic lights put up are a / 
small but concrete illustrations of 
the fundamental purposes of the ANC 
idea: bringing people closer to the 
government, and bringing the 
government closer to the people.

COMMENTS 

During its first full two years 
ANC 2D's income has accumulated 
faster than the ANC could spend it. 
That situation is now changing. 

Income built up for several 
reasons. The District government 
was slow in allocating funds. Ac¬ 
counting procedures had to be writ¬ 
ten before money could be spent. 

The newness of the ANCs and the 
need to establish internal struc¬ 
ture and organization hindered the 
recruitment of staff. Offices had 
to be located. The ANC 2D Commis¬ 
sioners, mindful that the ANCs are 
tax supported, were very careful 
in preparing their spending plans. 
(Ironically, their fiscal conser¬ 
vatism has come back to haunt them. 
Some members of Congress have voted 
to appropriate less than the ANC's 
full allocation because they have 
not spend all of their initial al¬ 
locations.) 

Lags due to "start-up" problems 
are near an end. FY78 expenditures 
are up 53X over FY77. Expenses in 
he second half of FY78 are 60% 

.oove the first half. Now that ANC 
2D, and the other ANCs, have begun 
to reach "full stride" it is vital 
that they receive full statutory 
level of funding^

The mother of a middle-class 
child from Carrollsburg Square com¬ 
plains that People's Drug won't 
allow her son into the store by 
himself. 

A Greenleaf Annex mother says 
that it is demeaning to require 
her 17-year old son to have a note 
from his mother when he goes gro¬ 
cery shopping. 

The corridors of the Mall are 
repeatedly covered with graffitti. 

Is there any connection between 
these different incidents? The 
Commission hopes to find out with 
the aid of a $2,500 grant from 
the Office of Criminal Justice 
Plans and Analysis. 

The Commission requested the 
funds and wrote a proposal to the 
0CJPA in response to concerns and 
ideas expressed at the March 1978 
Town Hall Meeting on Neighborhood 
Improvements. 

There were many complaints about 
the Mall involving security and 
young people. The ANC plans to 
check out these concerns by syste¬ 
matically surveying area youth, 
shoppers. Mall merchants, neighbor¬ 
hood residents and others. These 
people will also be asked to evalu¬ 
ate various suggestions for solving 
complaints about the Mall and to 
offer ideas of their own. 


M ST. METRO ? 

People who hailed the completion of 
Metro construction along M Street, 5W 
are in for a rude shock according to 
Metro if they expect subway service 
anytime soon. Babies born the 
beginning of FY78 will be in kinder- 
aarden, or maybe even first grade, 
before subway service is scheduled 
to begin at the newly constructed 
station at Waterside Mall; no date 
has even been set to begin 
construction of the Navy Yard station 
in SE. 

Metro general manager Ted Lutz 
says that service cannot begin at 
Waterside (Waterfront Station) until 
the interior of the station is 
'inished (installation of escalators, 
etc.) and tracks connecting the M 
street line with other Darts of the 
system can be comoletea. He says 
that some sort of shuttle service 
connecting Waterside Mall with 
L'Enfant Plaza could begin in 1981 
-- provided the District government 
is willing to put up "several million 1 ' 
to subsidize tne service. 

Service to the Navy Yard station 
was knocked off schedule when Metro 
engineers found that it would be too 
expensive to follow their original 
route through the Navy Yard. Luring 
the summer they announced a new 
alignment and a new location for tne 
station. 

The new location would be at First 
and M Street, SE. Residents of the 
1100 block of New Jersey SE were 
dismayed to learn that Metro planned 
to demolish seven of the towr.house 
homes (5 owne^-occuoied) to make 
room for an entrance to the subway. 
They along with ANC representatives 
testified in opposition to this plan. 

The ANC has prepared a map showing 
an alternative location for the subway 
station that would not require taking 
any homes. Metro staff are currently 
studying the ANC proposal. 


In addition to the other efforts 
described in this report, the ANC has 
taken action on a variety of other 
issues including opposition to a pro¬ 
posed zoning map for SW; recontnenda- 
tions on monitoring and reducing air¬ 
craft noise in the ANC 2D area; 
support for a referendum on the con¬ 
vention center; opposition to the 
use of "Sambo's" as a restaurant name; 
support for homeownership opportuni¬ 
ties for low income residents; rec- 
comnendation that the city council 
prohibit conversion of apartments 
to "apartment-hotels"; opposition to 
granting Safeway a liquor license 
for its Waterside Mall store; sup¬ 
port for relocating precint 128's 
voting place; and. . _

IN BACK RENT FOR WATERSIDE ML EPA TOWER 
Elijah B, Rogers, new city administrator, 

has started default process against the 
developers of Waterside Mall and other SW 
properties, Bresler & Reiner, Inc. 

In a May 29 letter to Charles Bresler, 
Rogers notified the developer that default 
letters were being prepared against the 
firm for: 

** "a balance owing of approximately 
$90,000 including penalties, for the 
westerly portion of Waterside Mall, 
including the west tower occupied by 
E.P.A." 

** "Lease Agreement...for Waterside Towers.' 

** "failure to submit by approximately 
May 1, 1976, approvable final plans..." 

Rogers also asked that street entrances 
to the Mall be opened and called attention 
to "untidiness in the Mall that would seem 
to discourage customers from shopping and 
prospective retail tenants from wishing to 
locate there." 

Rogers asked Bresler to inform him of 
his action "by 12 Noon on June 28, 1979."

advisory neighborhood commissioners in each 
of 36 neighborhoods, at the board of educa¬ 
tion elections next November. Southwest/ 
Near Southeast make up ANC number 2D and 
will elect 9 ANC members, each from a dif¬ 
ferent small area called a single member 
district. Each SMD has about 2,000 residents. 

To be on the ballot in November, a can¬ 
didate for ANC has to file a petition sign¬ 
ed by at least 25 registered voters who 
live in his or her single member district. 
Petitions are available at the Board of 
Elections in the District Building, 14th 
and E N.W., usually in August, and must 
be filed no later than 60 days before the 
November election day. 

ANCs were authorized in the Home Rule 
Act adopted by Congress in 1973. All city 
government agencies must give advance 
notice of major actions so that ANC members 
can advise the city on the opinions of 
neighborhood residents. ANC 2D has an 
office and part-time staff in Westminster 
church, 400 "I" St. S.W., (554-1795).

The two new buildings on the waterfront pier soon

BRESLER REPLIES TO CITY ADMINISTRATOR ROGERS' 
CHARGES ABOUT WATERSIDE lij BLAMES l v ETRO 


answered City Administrator Elijah B. Rogers' 
letter on deficiencies in the Waterside Mall and 
failures of Bresler and Reiner, Inc. 

"...it is almost inpossible to believe the 
hardships that the Mall has had to endure on 
account of Metro," wrote Bresler. "For over five 
years, the Mall has been saddled with construc¬ 
tion, interference, danger to customers approach¬ 
ing the area, blockage of car entry and truck de¬ 
livery:... WNFVIA has materially hindered our 
ability to plan, construct and lease the premises." 

Following Rogers' May 29 letter to Bresler, 
the company has made payments of back rent of 
$10,000 on June 1, $59,900 on July 12 and $23,942 
on July 12. Rent and penalties still owing to 
the city amount to $17,561. 

"Final plans" for part of the development, 
which Rogers has said were overdue, were delivered 
to the city on July 13, 1979. Bresler claimed his 
contract with the city permitted him to delay 
furnishing final plans "in the event performance 
is prevented, interrupted or delayed by causes 
beyond (his) control." 

Rogers is asking Bresler for his schedule for 
building the new Safeway, and for a marketing plan.

The problems of youngsters in and around-" 

the Waterside Mall area will be the subject 
of a study to be headed by Gerald Griffin, 
who has been selected as project director 
according to ANC 2D chairperson Ethel James 
Williams. 

Griffin, a resident of Southwest, is a 
program consultant and researcher.

As THE RESULTS OF LAST M«'S SPECIAL ELECTION FOR SCHOOL BOARD AND COUNCIL 
show (in the table above) SW/SE residents with higher income tend to register 
and vote in heavier proportions than lower income residents. 

For example, precinct 129 (north of M St. and west of 4th St. SW) has 80% 
of its residents of voting age who are registered to vote (1,125 of 1,400) 
and 21% of those who are registered voted last May. In precinct 131 (east 
of South Capitol St) only 791 of its 1,800 voting age residents are registered 
to vote - for 44%, and only 9% of those voted in the May, 1979 election. 

The other two precincts, 127 and 128, have a mixture of higher and lower 
income families that average out in the above table.

CONDO -MANIA, IN SW - AN UPEATE -6-

Conversion and anti-conversion activi- 

ties are continuing at Finley House and 
Carrollsburg Square (aka "Harbor House"). 
These two complexes are not covered by the 
conversion moratorium because the develop¬ 
ers substantially started the conversion 
process before the city council passed the 
moratiorium last May. 

Carrollsburg residents have succeeded 
in temporarily blocking conversion of their 
apartments into condominiums. In a drawn- 
out legal challenge that has left many 
residents on tenterhooks, the Rental Accom¬ 
odations Commission (RAC) ruled recently 
that there was "probably violation of the 
tenants* rights." The commission has order¬ 
ed the Rental Accomodations Office (RAO) ro 
take another look at the tenants' claims. 
Whatever the outcome, further legal manu- 
vering can be expected. 

The tenants are hoping that if conver¬ 
sion cannot be blocked altogether they 
can exercise the "right of first refusal" 
and buy the building themselves. If they 
can, individual fees will be lower since 
they can eliminate extra profits sought 
by a developer. Many tenants, however, 
unwilling or unable to buy their apartments 
have decided not to wait for the final 
legal decision and have already fled the 
complex. 

FINLEY HOUSE 

Meanwhile, tenants at Finley HOuse are 
prceeding at full throttle to purchase their 
complex. So far they have raised more than 
$300,000 and are hopeful of success. For a 
number of the current tenants, success in 
purchasing the buildings will be a pyrrhic 
victory. Their share of a new mortgage at 
current double digit interest rates, plus 
other fees, will double their monthly shel¬ 
ter costs. A similar doubling of monthly 
costs confronts Carrollsburg residents. 

OTHER SOUTHWEST HOUSING COMPLEXES 

This is the conversion situation else¬ 
where: The first step in converting a 

building is to get a certificate of eligi¬ 
bility (cee of eee) from the District gov¬ 
ernment. Bresler and Reiner have requested 
Ce of Es on their properties, including 
Waterside Towers, as have the owners of 
800 Fourth Street; however, they have not 
been granted. 

Tiber Island was issued a C of E last 
December. This means that the Capitol Park 
Properties managed by IGC are the only 
private rental buildings in SW that have 
not yet begun the conversion process.

Brian Moore and Marion Harris, elected 
last winter to represent SMD 4 on the SW 
Neighborhood Assembly board, are preparing 
the questionnaire for the area, which in¬ 
cludes the following housing complexes: Tiber 
Island, Edgewater, Channel Square, Finley 
House, Harbour Square and Ft. McNair 

Volunteers are needed to help distri¬ 
bute and tally the forms. (554-4119). 

Questions will include whether police patrols 
should be by foot, in cars, or on scooters; 
what type of stores (flower shop, bakery, 
bookstore, etc.) should be added at Waterside 
Mall; whether a shuttle from the Mall to 
Metro-rail would be used; and questions on 
cross walks at 4th and M, animal litter, 
airplane noise, and other subjects. 

The survey would help neighborhood rep¬ 
resentatives to know "where to expend our 
energies" according to Moore. 

The survey may become a prototype for 
similar surveys throughout the Southwest, i 
Results will be made public.

AMIDON, JEFFERSON IMPROVE MATH AND READING 
SCORES - BEAT CITY-WIDE AVERAGES 

AMIDON ELEMENTARY AND JEFFERSON JR, HIGH 
show improved math and reading scores for 
1979 over 1978 and exceed the city-wide 
averages in some cases, but are still below 
national norms. 

At Jefferson, 9th Grade reading levels 
went up from 6.8 in 1978 to 8.2 in 1979, 
compared to a city-wide average of 7.0 in 
’79. Ninth grade Math scores were 6.0 in 
1978, 9.1 in 1979, compared with a city-wide 
average of 7.0 in 1979. National norms for 
9th grade reading and math are 9.8 each. 

Ami don made the best showing on 6th Grade 
reading and math. Reading rose from 5.5 to 
5.7 compared to city-wide norm of 5.6. Math 
improved from 6.0 to 6.3 which was also 
the city average. National norms are 6.8. 

Bowen showed improved reading scores at 
both the 3rd and 6th grade level. Syphax 
lost a little in reading but gained a bit 
in math. Van Ness gained a little in reading 
but slipped a little in math.

SW/SE ANC OPPOSES HUD INTERFERING WITH RENT CONTROL 


\\ The Advisory Neighborhood Commission for this area 

\as voted to oppose any action by the federal govern¬ 
ment that would preempt the local rent control laws 
of the District of Columbia. The action came in re¬ 
sponse to complaints to the ANC from Ruth Tighe, 
president of the Capital Park Twin Towers (101-103 G 
St. SW) and other residents of the Interstate General 
Corporation-managed properties. 

According to Tighe, IGC has notified the tenants 
that it will ask HUD, which insures the mortgage on 
its buildings, to preempt local rent control so 
that rents can be raised. 

The ANC Commissioners are concerned that HUD will 
not properly audit IGC's expense claims, if the recent 
allegations concerning P.I.Properties (operators of 
Clifton Terrace apartments) is any indication. The 
ANC urged tenants ■ to continue to organize to improve 
the quality of services in their buildings and to 
prevent unnecessary rent hikes.
